It is n ot re­ 
action ary an y more th an workin g lon ger h ours in th e war emerg- 
cn cv was. We are sure th at it is in th e best in terests of all people 
of our coun try , an d particularly in th e best in terests of all work­ 
men . 
If th e 40-h our week was .soun d prewar an d th e 48-h our week 
durin g th e war. th e 45-h our week is soun d for th e immediate 
period followin g such a world catastroph e as we h ave been 
th rough all American s are expectin g an even h igh er stan dard 
of livin g postwar th an we h ad prewar. Th is can be accomplish ed 
at th is time on ly by producin g more, as we n ow must carry th e 
h uge addition al tax burden an d oth er expen ses growin g out of 
th e war. Th e simule fact is th at we h ave a big job ah ead of us. 
\\> can n ot get it don e on th e prewar basis of work. We must pro­ 
duce far more th an we did in th e past. 
Th e workmen of oth er n ation s will work far more th an 45 
h ours. In man y cases th ev will h ave on ly a bare subsisten ce liv- 
’n e wh ile th ev are doin g it, because of th e lack of good tools an d 
mach in er} like th ose supplied by employ ers in our coun try . 


Th is proposal h as much to recommen d: 


1. It avoids a substan tial reduction in weekly earn in gs. 


2. It preven ts in flation an d preserves th e purch asin g 
power of war bon ds, in suran ce, social security an d oth er 
savin gs. 


3. It does n ot upset th e balan ce between agricultural work­ 
ers, salaried workers an d in dustrial workers. 


4. It will produce more goods an d services, an d th e people 
^ of our coun try will h ave more. 


5. It will create more good jobs an d th e employ men t of 
more people. Just as man y men an d women will be em­ 
ploy ed in our plan ts on a 45-h our week as on a 40-h our 
week. An d it will allow th e use of our plan ts for th e extra 
five h ours wh en th ey would oth erwise be idle. 


It will stimulate busin ess activity an d create more jobs, an d 
result in th e employ men t of man y more people in all related 
busin esses. 


If our plan ts could be sch eduled to work on th is basis, we 
would produce n in e cars wh ere we would oth erwise h ave 
produced on ly eigh t. It will mean th at on e man out of n in e 
will h ave a car wh o would oth erwise go with out. 


We believe th at a 45-h our week is n ecessary an d desirable 
durin g th e period of postwar recon struction , for th e fol­ 
lowin g reason s: 


1. Durin g th is period our coun try will be .sh ippin g food, 
materials an d mach in ery to oth er coun tries all o\’er th e 
world to h elp th em reh abilitate th emselves an d avoid 
starvation . 


2. We still h ave th e extra expen se of brin gin g our figh tin g 
men back h ome an d fittin g th em in to civilian work. 


3. We still h ave h igh taxes, wh ich n ecessarily are a ch arge 
again st in dustry an d all producers. 


4. To develop an d apply tech n ological improvemen ts an d to 
reorgan ize in dustry takes time—y ears, n ot mon th s* 


It is h oped th at at th e en d of th is postwar recon struction 
period: 


1. Our relation s with oth er coun tries will be on th e basi^ot 
a two-way street, wh ere we sh all get back goods an d s e r v ­ 
ices for th ose we supply . 


2. Th e figh tin g men will be back at peacetime work, an d 
aftermath of th e war will be over. 


3. Govern men t expen se an d th e n umber of govern men t em­ 
ploy es will be reduced an d n ot be such an excessive bur­ 
den on all producers. 


4. Tech n ological improvemen t.s—th e better way s of doin g 
all th e th in gs th at are n ecessarv to deliver products to 
customers—will h ave become effective. 


We can th en h ave a 40-h our week with more leisure time 
an d more goods an d ser\’ices. an d can con tin ue to improx e 
th e stan dard of livin g of all American s.
